In these 
preparations the ladies of the Relief Corps 
have given their ald, and did much of the 
work in securing flowers and decorations 
for the eccasion. Yesterday at 9 o’clock 
the posts assembled. in their respective 
rooms and formed forthe march to the 
cemeteries. Logan Post was destined for 
the Fort Hill Cemetery, Bartlett Post for 
the Evergreen, Stanton Post for Rosedale, 
and Geicich Post for the Catholic Cemetery. 


DECORATING THE GRAVES. 


Appropriate Exercises at the Various 
Cemeteries. 


Logan Post left G.A.R. Hall, on Main’ 


street a little’after 9 o’clock,accompanied by 
the ladies of the Relief Corps, who bore the 
bouquets and wreaths with which to decor- 
ate the graves. Each member of the post 
wore a button-hole bouquet and nearly all 
were in uniform, About 73 men were in 
line.

Comrades: We have met here to bring 
our annual tribute of flowers to the grand 
army ot thedead, The galiant men who 
followed our flag upon the land, and who 
‘fought beneath its folds upon the sea, 
peacefully slumber here in the bosom of 
their motiier Earth.

GEN. FREMONT’S SPEECH. 

Ladies and Gentlemen and Comrades: 
This day, dedicated to the defenders of the 
Republic, is the Nation’s festival of flowers. 

m all time and through all nations these 
fect expressions of Nature’s bounty come 
own to us freighted with tender and beau- 
tifal associations. With each recurring 
spring, when the year wakens into bloom 
from the winter’s death*we lay upon the 
bosom of the earth wherein our comrades 
—— these lovely tributes to their memory, 
made lovelier still by the messages which 
they bear to them from us. Mute though 
they are, they have this day a language 
which finds its echo in every patriot breast. 
They speak of brave work done, of its 
iinmortal bloom, and they bear witness to a 
nation’s gratitude. They symbolize a na- 
tion’s voice which today chants the requiem 
of departed heroes. The Atlantic sun this 
morning shone upon them, and they have 
followed him in his course to our Pacific 
shores. From one ocean to the other, broad- 
strewn over the continent, they mark, by 
their lovely presence, the graves of our 
comrades whom we assemble this day to 
honor. In memory of these, our brothers, 
we are to hear ay a soldier of the War 
for the Union. He does not come before 
you to dwell upon regrets for the heroic

sacrifice of lives in the war. The 
day of mourning is past, merged 
in the grand fruition of the lives

{t remains for us to hold in undying remem- 
brance the service which they rendered; to 
commemorate their true and Joya! devotion.

COMRADE WADE ORATION. 

Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
Comrades of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public: Once more we have assembled on 
ahe anviversary of this solemn festival to

shouts and bray of trumpet to mark this 
occasion as one of warriors’ triumph, nor 
asupon a day’s recreation, to engage in 
that mirthful exchange of war experience, 
which at ourcamptires serves to brigliten 
the life of the o!d soldier or sailor, cheer- 
ing his heart on his march through life as 
his head grows gray, his eye loses its youth- 
ful iuster and his weary foot falls more 
gently upon the beaten path that leads him 
home. We come with hearts attuned to 
‘gentle thoughts, and memories busy with 
reflections both sweet and sad of comrades 
gone before. 

When the cruel war was over and the de-, 
fenders of the Republic hailed one another 
on their home-going way the world wit- 
nessed a grander triumph for free institu- 
tions than was ever achieved by military 
progress. Four years ot warfare had not 
obliterated from the breast of the veteran 
the sublime thought that the blows he had 
struck, the victory he had wen and the 
sufferings he had endured were all for the 
flag he had followed, the home he lovéd and 
the dear ones who kept the hearthstone 
warm. As that mighty army laid down its 
be and its trophies at the feet of the 

vil power and returned to the quiet pur- 
suits of peace and their foes returned to 
their own desolate firesides to restore and 
rebuild after the ravages of war, it was an 
exhibition of disciplined citizenship such as 
the world had never before witnessed. 

But, all being over, the army was dis- 
banded. While the surviving veteran 
could banish all feelings of resentment 
against his late foe, he could not forget the 
tie of comradeship. The fraternal love be- 
gotten of familiar association and cemented 
with common danger and suffering, was s0 
strong that they felt irresistibly drawn to- 
gether in the renewal of bonds of fraternity, 
which e+ them to the broadest charity 
for each other’s failings; these pledges of 
me esd to country and to each other by 
which their hearts were animated througk- 
out the bitterness of the struggle. So the 
survivors met and reorganized upon a basis 
sufficiently broad to include all who were 
mustered into the service of the Union and 
served some time during the late war, who 
were honorably discharged from or still re- 
mained in service, and who never bore 
arms against the United States. Our re- 
eruiting field is thus circumscribed, and is 
rapidly narrowing, as death thins the ranks 
of those who remain, We cannot enlarge 
it. Our mission has no political aim. We 
have no hope or desire to perpetuate our or- 

anization beyond the lives of those now 
iving. Unlike other mutually heipful or- 
ganizations, we cannot recruit from the 
ranks of the rising generation. We form a 
fraternal circle about our sacred altar. As, 
one by one, the cold hand of the comrade, 
in obedience to the order of the Sapreme 
Commander, loses its hold, and the face of 
tne departing brother is turned toward the 
land of shade, where all the light comes 
from the other side, we cast a yearning 
glance upon his receding form; watch his 
lengthening shadow as he disappears from 
our view; bow eur heads in submission, and, 
with tears for our loss, close up the gap,. 
and give thanks to God that this life was 
not lived in vain. 

WHEN THE LAST ONE SHALL HAVE DE- 
PARTED, 

the records, the archives and the furled 
banners of our organization will pass asa 
legacy to the loyal youth of America—to 
the citizens of the freest country on 
earth, to whom will be assigned all of that 
sacred duty in the observance of which we 
have this day reverently and gratefully 
united. 

We cannot: properly enter into the spirit 
of this day’s observance in memory of the 
dead unless we have a true appreciation of 
the moral worth of the members of that 
army and navy whose services during the 
rebellion rescued the Nation from threat- 
ened disruption. It is from this army of 
living patriots that the Grand Army, now 
— on the other shore, has been re- 
cruited. 
ldo not believe that the volunteer has 
ever occupied his proper place in the esteem 
of those who recognize only his most noto- 
rious characteristics. All are willing to ac- 
cord to him reckless bravery and burning 
enthusiasm. But few have understood the 
genuine strength of his patriotism, his earn- 
estness and unselfishness. To know the 
volunteer intimately—to see @hto his heart 
of hearts, and de able to interpret his seem- 
ingly erratic conduct, one must gain his 
confidence by days, weeks and months of 
the most familiar intercourse. The effusive 
rhapsody which poets put into the mouth of 
the departing volunteer is not the lancuage 
of the actual recruit, though it may give 
fair expression to his mood or his unspoken 
though Men, and particularly young 
men, wear a very thick crust about their 
hearts. Every man is at once better or 
— than is known to any one but him- 
self. 

A YOUNG MAN 

is too often less backward in showing his 
follies than his virtues. He will toss his 
cap in the air with a careless shout, and 
may even enroll fis name in the service of 
his country with a ribald jest upon his lips. 
ltis only months after—when lying, per- 
chance under the silent stars, he breathes 
his secret thoughts into the ear of the 
comrade who shares his blanket — that he 
unlocks the chambers of his heart and un- 
folds some of those lofty sentimerts of 
patriotism which rationally account for his 
abandonment of home and friends for the 
arduous duties of the camp. ° 

I remember once hearing a volunteer sur- 
geon—one who, without waiting for a com- 
mission, had left his practice at home and 
tendered his services in a sudden emer- 
gency—expres3 the fear that army life 
would leave the young men of the country 
sadly demoralized. He 
from what he saw passiug before his face: 
but { am sure he judged hastily. I watch 
him operating upon a smooth-faced boy who 
was among the wounded. ow I won- 
dered atand admired the matchless forti- 
tude of the young hero undergoing the tor- 
ture of repeated probings, and with pain 
and extorted tears coursing down his beard- 
less cheeks, between moans that came 
from clinched teeth, protesting to his hu- 
mane tormentor that the wound should not 
drive him from the army—that he would 
still fight for the old flag. I wondered if 
the dvuector’s solicitude embraced this brave 
lad—if he feared that one so young and yet 
so truly inspired with the genius of patriot- 
ism, could not withstand the temptations 
that enervate the soul. Itis probably true 
that among so many there were some who,in 
the army, found their first occasion for vicious 
indulgence, and rap 3 inherently weak fell 
more quickly than they might nave fallen 
in civil life. With such it was a mere ques- 
tion of time and opportunity. On the other 
hand, there were many more whose lives 
were devoid of aim or purpose until they 
camé under the tutelage of 

ARMY DISCIPLINE. 

From mere social waifs they became men, 
of fixed habits and defiaite ambition, stimu- 
lated to emulation of the deeds of their 
companions in arms, their minds exalted by 
the grandeur of the struggle, their self-re- 
spect enhanced by the consciousness of a 
noble courage, they developed strong, 
manly characters. ar is often the crucial 
test of the character of those engaged in the 
conflict. Those who accept its privations, not 
the least of which is the surrender of that 
liberty, that freedom of action, theretofore 
unrestrained, and pass the fiery trial, ac- 
quire a strength of sonl which, in the hour 
of temptation, will serve as a moral shield 
and buckier, “strenger than bars of brass or 
steel.” 

he soldier or sailor never forgets that 
some of the bandin which he is enlisted 
must ultimately fall,and that he may be 
one of the victims offered as a sacrifice on 
the altar of his country. 

Do not imagine for a moment that they 
never entertain such reflections, or that 
they only think of such matters imperson- 
ally. Every one of those who survive to 
recall the events of the war may, without a 

.£reat effort, call to mind some special in- 
Stance when he and his comrades discussed 
among themselves the probability of the 
next engagement, and who of the company 
would be numbered among the slain—not 
with careless jest, butcoolly, with thought- 
ful earnestness, were putting to each other, 
in all good faith, the question: ‘What 
will you:say of me when you find me dead 
on the field?’ Well do I remember one 
such occasion, and the Whimsical protest of 
the subject of eulogy tendered in. answer to 
such query: ‘No, boys, don’t try to say all 
that of me; there may be a good many 
others, and it will grow monotonous. Just 
say this: ‘Here liesold Len. He had his 
faults, but he died true to his colors.’” His 
words seemed prophetic. After the next 
battle he was foundin the pathway of our 
charge that swept the field where he fel], 
SHOT THROUGH THE HEART, 
and was tenderly laid at rest on the field of 


victory by frie who loved him as 


the mistaken idea that the Nation was 
saved by an army and navy composed of 
men whose chief characteristics were reck- 
less bravery and a love of adventure. They 
were true men and earnest patriots, the 
dead to whose memory this day is held 
sacred. And whether the grim messenger 
found them in the heat of the engagement, 
summoned them from the’*trowded hospital, 
or called them from the peaceful firesides 
after the smoke of battle had cleared away ; 
whether they lie beneath sculptured monu- 
ments or under the trackless bosom of the 
sounding sea, in southern battlefield or 
northern graveyard, all alike are this day 
remembered. The famous chieftain who 
led, and the humble soldier who followed— 
hich or low in rank, rich or poor, white or 
black, for them, each and every one, we 
have this day scattered the rarest flowers 
upon the graves of those who slumber in 
our midst. 

Green be their memories. Though the 
flowers may fade. 

THEIR DEEDS 
are indelibly written upon grateful and lov- 
ing hearts, and the record shall be trans- 
mitted from generation to generation asa 
rich heritage. 

Our sympathy tor their sufferings goes 
out notunmingied with regret, when mein- 
ory singles out those who were ay soe 
near and dear to us and who fell in the heat 
of the conflict. 

We cannot choose but feel regret that 
they did not lfve to see the end—the crown- 
ing of their faith; that they have not ex- 
perienced with us the rapture of final vic- 
tory and participated in the enjoyment, of 
that unexampled prosperity, purchased with 
their blood. And yet, the manner of their 
death was not without its compensations. 
Their hearts throbbed with herole purpose; 
their eyes flashing with eagerness for the 
strife; with pulses leaping to the thrilling 
strains of the bullet’s whistle, the shrieking 
shell and bosming cannon; their ears filled 
with the shouts of comrades, and their 
cheeks all aglow with that sense of God- 
like exaltation which inspires the soul for 
the first time consclous of its power to brave 
the hurtling missiles of death that fill the 
air with their savage clamor. And above 
all, to know and to feel that the cause is 
worthy of the hazard. Thus to fall ‘with 
his back to the field and his feet to the foe” 
is to crown the warrior’s life with its grand- 
est victory. 

‘*And the wounded, those who fell in the 

very moment of exaltation, when their 

bosoms were burning with the exultant 

thought thatin this supreme moment of 

their lives their manhood failed them not. 

them to defy the terrors of 
eath. 

Oh, the sudden revulsion of ‘feeling that 
comes over the fallen! Not the mere physi- 
cal pain, for that is trifling, 
but the sense of utter heiplessness in the 
midst of such thrilling action with vital 
issues at stake, And then, perchance, there 
may follow 
HOURS AND EVEN DAYS 

ANGUISH 
and extreme bodily suffering that racks 
every nerve before relief comes, ‘The pain- 
ful journey to the rear; the sleepless nights 
and tedious days of suffering, and at last 
the sad coming forth from the hospital, 
maimed, crippled and forever unfitted for 
the active struggles of life. Suraly there is 
sufficient in the painful experience of the 
wounded to entitle them to a special 
thought of commiseration, on this day of 
memorial ceremony. 

But, in many respects, saddest of all is 
the fate of those against whose names in

Searcely less 
unfortunate is the missing one, left by 
friend and foe alike, disabled and uncared 
for on the field. When the cheerless report 
of his loss is being read through biinding 
tears by friends at home, his fate remains 
shrouded in doubt, and to no one more 
doubtful than to himself. Not only is his 
mind tortured by “&pprehension; nut on! 
may he be afflicted with pain, from whic 
death itself would be a happy release, but 
there is ever present the agonizing reflec- 
tion that the loved ones whose tearful pray- 
ers are constantly ascending for his safety 
are suffering a prolonged heartbreak in 
alternations of hope and fear. 

And they, the gentle sufferers, shall they 
not be remembered ‘with brimfull heart 
and tearful eye?” Yes, the gentle women 
who endured years of constant heartache 
for those who were at the front and for 
those who went down to the sea in ships— 
whe ey were the loving, tender, pa- 
tient, nistering angels of the hospital 
ward or those who remained at home and 
simply suffered and prayed. These were 
never absent from the thoughts of the boy 
in blue on those occasions when his cour- 
ane, fortitude or patience were severely 
tried. 

Some years after the close of tne war I 
was told by a. gallant officer, who, by his 
meritorious services had won his star, that 
on one occasion when he was in command 
of a regiment in battle and in obedience to 
orders had his men lying on the ground un- 
der a galling fire the thought came to him 
that if he were ° 

MERELY A PRIVATE SOLDIER 
nothing could keep him in such a trying 
position; he would incontinently run from 
it. But being an officer, he felt compelled 
to remain at his post, come what would, for 
fear of casting disgrace upon his friends 
and family. ere he to run he would 
thereafter be ashamed to go home and look 
his mother and sisters in the face. Had 
this officer ever served in the ranks he 
would have known himself and the soldiers 
under his command better than to have 
wondered at their jcourage and endurance. 
He would have known that the same 
thoughts by which he was influenced as an 
officer would have controlled him as an en- 
listed man. When all else fails the soldier 
and he feeis the blood rushing back upon 
his heart, one thought of the eyes that will 
sparkle as the story of his valor and the 
cheeks that would blush with shame at the 
tale of his cowardice will often nerve his 
arm and fire his sou! for the supreme effort 
that turns the tide of battle. 

Those patient and loving wives, mothers 
sisters and sweethearts, so fitly represented 
here today, who watched from a distance 


scarcely knew the potent influence they ex- 
erted over the hearts of those who bore the 
brunt of the strife. With what anxious 
solicitude they waited for the tardy news 
from theirown boys in blue. And when 
tidings of a great victory were thrilling the 
air, how all other thoughts were swallowed 
up in the fears that agitated their gentle 
bosoms. What had happened to him, the 
idol of the. household, or the knight, whose 
gallant form was treasured up in the heart 
of the gentle maiden? Were those lips that 
gave the parting kiss now cold and pale 
under the seal of death, or distorted with 
pain, and parched with thirst, gasping in 
‘dying agony? Were those bright eyes 
dimmed and lusterless, forever robbed of 
their sunshine, or gazing hopelessly through 
prison bars? And when the list of the 
dead, wounded and missing was pub- 
lished, with what bated breath and 
aching hearts they scanned the lines in 
search of the beloved name. And when 
doubt was dispelled by certitude, how 
all the light seemed to fade from heaven 
and earth, leaving nothing to fight for since 
he had fallen. Or, if his name should be 
missed from the death-roll, there was still 
the wounded—might it not be there? If so, 
with what agonized yearning the arms were 
stretched toward the scene of carnage or the 
hands were raised in supplication to the 
sweet heavens. How the afflicted soul cried 
outat the barriers which barred the way to 
her suffering darling and rendered her ten- 
der hands so impotent to minister relief to 
his sutferings. ut, even though he may 
be-spared the pain of wounds. there is still 
the roll of the missing! What frightful 
possibilities of hope deferred, of prolonged 
misery, are bound up in that fateful word 
which burns the aie and stabs the heart of 
anxious affection 

DAYS, WEEKS AND MONTHS ROLL BY 
freighted with alternating hope and fore- 
boding, and still no tidings. The air is 
filled with dismal accounts of the suffer- 
ings of prisoners, all, in the mind of yearn- 
ing love, having a bearing personal to the 
object of its own solicitude. And when all 
is over, the cruel war is ended, her boy 
must die afresh to her,as the jovful home- 
coming of his surviving comrades brings at 
last the mournful news of painful captivity 
and lingering death. It was thoughts of

The orchestra rendered the selection 
“Sweet Spirit, Hear My Prayer.” When 
the strains of music died away the audience 
began calling for Gen. Miles, Stanton Post. 
The General at first hesitated, but the calls 
and a grew louder and he came to 
the front. e said in beginning that his 
name was not on the programme, the pro- 
gramme was finished, and it was hardly 
fair to call him forward to make any re- 
marks on an occasion like this when he 
had no idea of speaking. He con- 
tinued, however. he war, he said, 
was a fight for principle. There could be 
nothing grander thar these Memorial days. 
The men who went into the war carried all 
their ambitions, hopes and aspirations, and 
sacrificed them on the altar of their coun- 
try. Far be the day when they shall be for- 
gotten. The victory won by the Union was 
beneficial not only to our own country, but 
to others who suffered from Oppression. 
The French Kepublic would never have 
been if we had not succeeded in hold- 
ing the Union together. Our sister 
republic of Mexico owes its freedom to us. 
The French army never left her soil until 
Union arms had conquered and Sheridan’s 
sword [applause} had flashed along the Rio 
Grande; then they abandoned the country 
and left poor *Maximilian to his fate. Ours 
was the first Republic, and until ours suc- 
ceeded none other existed. He closed by 
congratulating the people upon the pros- 
perity of their country; and upon their,pres- 
ence in the assemblage upon s0 sacred an 
occasion. He was loudly applauded. 

When the applause had ceased, Gen, 
Fremont announced the national hymn. 
and the entire audience arose and joined in 
the singing. Then came the benediction 
by Rev. Will A. Knighten, and the great 
crowd were dismissed. The posts and Re- 
liet Corp» formed again outside and 
marched back to their quarters, the guests 
were driven to their homes, the great crowd 
slowly dispersed, and another Memorial 
day had been recorded on the page of 
Time. The programme was excellently 
arranged and excellently carried out from 
beginning to end, and there was neyer a 
day more appropriately kept. 


AT PASADENA. 


The Observances—Hloauent Address 
by Gen. Sheldon. 

Appropriate Memorial-day exercises were 
held at Pasadena yesterday, which were 
largely attended. The address was deliv- 
ered by Hon. Lionel A. Sheldon, ex-Gov. 
ernor of New Mexico, The speaker said: 

“The annual decoration of the graves of 
those who fought im the late internecine 
struggle on the side «the Nation is a beau- 
titul and patriotic custom universally prac- 
triced by the surviving comrades and the 
friends of the deceased Union soldiers. The 
erection of monuments to commemorate the

tame of chieftains, and upon fields where 
battles have been fought which are epochs 
in history, was an early, and has been a 
continuous, practice for many centuries 
and among all warlike nations. Recitals 
of the exploits of commanders burden 
history. ‘Their acts have been tas- 
cinatingly portrayed in prose and poetry 
and captivatingly chanted in song. ‘The 
men who lave carried the sling, the bow, 
the spear, the battle-ax and the musket 
have generally gone to. graves without! 
monuments, or mark to designate where 
they sleep. As their individual achieve- 
ments are scarcely mentioned in the 
archives of time, so the earth where their 
bodies repose has rarely been moistened 
with the tears of affection, or the air above 
resounded with the tones of gratitude. 
Whatever grand and nobie result that has 
resulted from war is in largest part due to 
the courage, fidelity, fortitude, labor and 
suffering of those unnamed. in history and 
in unmonumented graves. ‘This practice, 
which has grown up in the last twenty 
years, is an innovation and marks the be- 
ginning of the era when patriotism and 
courage are recognized without regard to 
rank or position,” | 

The speaker then reviewed briefly some 
of the notable conquests of history—the 
siege of ‘Troy, the subjection of oriental 
countries by Cyrus, the campaigns of Xeno- 

hon, the successes of the Roman arms and 

ritish conquests in more modern times. 
He dwelt ~ the animus of the wars of 
the Old World, which were mostly waged 
for conquest and aggrandizement, and, iv 
contrast with this, he said: 

“It is a relief to examine the history of 
armies in the United States. The founders 
of the Government shared the fear that had 
been created in the minds of all liberty- 
loving people by the uses to which armies 
had been put. They therefore rejected the 

ractice of maintaining a large regular 

orce, and adopted the theory that reliance 
could be placed in any probable emergency 
upon a citizen soldiery to ey the people 
and vindicate the honor of the Nation. Re- 
sults have shown the wisdom of their views 
in that such a force, being of the people, 
has never menaced the peace or institutions 
of the country, while it has been adequate 
in the field to overcome foreign or domestic 


“The revolutionary army was very large, 
considering the population of the colonies 
when independence was acknowledged. 
Its disbandment was followed by no evi! 
consequences, It 1s conceded that Wash- 
ington had no unworthy ambition; but had 
it been otherwise, ho one believes, even 
with his great and deserved popularity and 
influence, he could have induced that de- 
voted army to place in his hands any power 
inconsisten§ with the absolute sovereignty 
of the people. No shock or unhappy effect 
was experienced when subsequent wars 
closed and the troops returned to their 
homes. Itisa fact of no slight signiti- 
cance that the United States is the 
only nation which disbands almost 
its entire force immediately upon the 
close of war byatreaty of peace. The 
nations of the Old World have had little of 
tnis experience. Their armies may be re- 
duced, but are never practically disbanded. 
Retirement to the duties of the landwehr, 
asin Germany, or to some other position 
so that military control can be preserved, 
has tor one object the prevention of those 
disorders which have been frequent when 
large armies have been discharged and 
thrown upon the people. As armies in 
active service and under discipline have 
= in other countries been used to 
estroy popular liberty, s0 when disbanded 
from any cause they have frequently proved 
themselves enemies to strangers and coun- 
trymen alike. 
“When the late conflict between the 
North and South terminated nearly one- 
half of the country was destitute of avail- 
able resources for the maintenance of the 
ple;as to permanent property it was 
mpoverished, and it laid prostrate before 
the national power, and the ordinary hopes 
that buoy and steady a proud and spirited 
ople found no place in their bosoms. 
here was not in all the secession States 
any local government or any restraint ex- 
cept of the successful army. 


The Confederate soldiers 
keenly felt the sting of defeat, 
tneir leaders had been driven from 


power, first by tbe ballots and then by 
the sword of the northern people, 
whom they had been taught to regard as 
enemies, not Only of their former institu- 
tions, but of their section. Their labor sys- 
tem had been swept away by the hand of 
war, and they were brought face to .face 
with defeat, loss of domination, povert 

and a new labor and social system, an 

with a prospect of subordination to their 
sup posed enemies, and probably of becoim- 
ing wholly proscribed and disfranchised, 
and they felt that they had only such coun- 
try and home as the victors might sutfer 
them toenjoy. The country wherein they 
had fought was extensive; the issue while 
lingering in the political arena had 
excited earnest 0Obitter feelings 
and convictions, which we think were 
erroneous, were so completely fused with 
every fiber of the heart that they sustained 
those men through four years of depriva- 
tions and hardships of war, and upon 600 
hotly-contested fields. Under these condi- 
tions in any country but this it might have 
been expected that those disappointed, cour- 
ageous, destitute and ambitious soldiers 
would nave been ready to join any anarchi- 
cal, monarehical or other enterprise that 
promised fame or better position, and that 
panne | would have made some efiorts to create 
such an opportunity. 

“On the other side there was a vast army 
flushed with victory, which had been called 
to war to vindicate the right of free ballot, 
and of the porns to rule in the modes pre- 
scribed in the Constitution, rights which 
had been denied, and the Government had 
been threatened and defied by treasonable 
combinations and proceedings utterly with- 
out cause or palliating circumstances. 
Death had been dealt out to their com- 
rades. They had received wounds and 
bruises, and had endured hardships and 
piven The flag of their fathers, the 

ag that floated over Lawrence upon the 
Chesapeake, over Porter on the Essex, 
Meade at Gettysburg, and Grant at 
Appomattox, had been rent and torn by re- 
bellion’s bullets while they were maintain- 
ing popular sovereignty, national unity, 
liberty and fraternity. A million of men 
had graduated in the school where death- 
dealing had been taught as a science and 
an art. Attachments to ho ad been 
obliterated or kened, and ambitions had 
veloped. Had thé army 
been other than American, the chieftains 
had they not been Americans, too, would 
likel have conceived ideas of per- 
sonal aggrandizement and power, and 
circumstances seemed favorable to promote 
the success of schemes of such character. 
{in this most delicate situation the head of 
the Government was stricken aown by as- 
sassination, adding confusion to the feel- 
ings that were already so highly inflamed. 

‘The American character had been so 
thoroughly tested, and could be so implicitly 
trusted, that under circumstances calculated 
to alarm any other government, the grand 
army of the Union wasinthe main iimme- 
diately disbandea and a million of scarred 
veterans returned home to commingle with 
the people, 


“A nation that has never produced a 
great character has not progressed, nor has 
a nation which has never originated or 
made sacrifices for a grand principle been 
successful in the highest sense. Every na- 
tion that has disregarded its hegoic spirits, 
however lowly or humble their stations may 
have been, has entered upon a career of 
retrogression. The great principles which 
succeeded in the late conflict and the men, 
dead or alive, whe maintained them must 
be remembered. ¥Yo insist upon this is not 
intentionally or reviving un- 

leasant memories or renewing animosities. 

o forget the great principles which tri- 
umphed and the heroes who made saeri- 
fices for them would be little less than for- 
getting Him who seems to have taken the 
Nation’s destiny into His special care by 
re may up men to protect, defend and beau- 
tl 

owe cherish the memories of our late 
comrades and, scatter flowers upon their 
graves because of their efforts to gain vic- 
tories in war, tha’ those who survived and 
come after them may achieve and enjoy the 
victories ef peace.”

W oiff had her 13-months-old child with her, 
and also grought a baby-cab, which was 
twled with clothing for the youngster, 
which was turned over to Jajler Russell. 
There was quite an affecting scene between 
the husband and wité when they were sep- 
arated, each one trying to cheer the other, 
Wolff telling his wife that he did not care 
what became of him, so long as she got 
clear. Peterson said nothing. Mrs. Woltf 
does not appear to be much. worrted over 
the affair, but is bright and cheerful, Wolff 
appears to take the matter very coolly, 
while Peterson is either sick, or more wor- 
ried than the others. After being searched, 
the men were put in the tanks, and the 
woman taken upstairs, where she soon 
made herseif comfortable and at home. 

A Times reporter saw Wolff last evening, 
but he declined to make anything like a 
statement at this time, saying that his law- 
vers, Messrs. McKelvey & West of Santa 
Ana, had advised him not to talk. He said 
that he would like very much for the public 
to have the true story of the affair, but he 
was not prepared to giveitnow. All he

CHINATOWN. 


The C@inese Quarters Spreading— 
Disgusting sights and scenes. 

For some time past the rapid growth of 
Chinatown and the number of new build 
ings being erected in that quarter for the 
use of the Chinese has been the subject of 
‘much comment, and has caused no little 
alarm among residents in that quarter who 
dislike to see their property ruined by the 
continued encroachments of the heathen. 
This, of course, only reters to citizens who 
are trying to improve that portion of the 
city about the Plaza, and keep business 


down there; owners of real estate who are 
willing to put cheap and rent 
them out ata high rate to the Mongols are 
satisfied with the present state of affairs, 
and have no complaint to make. A TImMEs 
reporter yesterday went through Cninatown 
to see what was going on, and was 
struck with the immense changes that have 
n wrought within the past few months, 
and the character of the buildings that are 
going up. The old theater on Alameda 
street has been remodeled, and a number of 
6mall stores opened up on Marchessault 
alley, on the opposite side of which a block 
of two-story brick houses has been built, all 
of which are occupied, The street is very 
harrow, and literally swarms with Chinese, 
resenting a peculiarly ‘celestial’ aspect. 
n addition to this block, another three- 
story block is approaching completion, and 
will soon be another swarming hive of very 
undesirable citizens. In fact, the place is 
stretching out on all sides, and from the 
character of the buildings, the occupants 
evidently expect to be permanent tenants. 
number of women is _ also 
being rapidly increased, and the China 
“kid” playing in the streets is no longer a 
curiosity. Altogether the growth of China- 
town is fully keeping up With the phenom- 
enal increase of the city proper. 

Another bad feature of the new buildings 
in course of construction is that they are 
arranged with a special view to carrying on 
those worst of Chinese vices, gambling and 
opium-smoking, and every precaution is 

revent the officers of the law from 
getting into them. The passages are just 
wide enough to allow'one man to pass at a 
time, and there is not room enough to 
swing a sledge, and guarded by heavy irov- 
sheathed doors, so that even if a murder 
was being committed it would be impossible 
to force an entrance. There are also 
numerous: secret ways of exit, which wind 
and twist about the entire building, fre- 
quently coming out on a different street 
from that on which the building is located, 
or debouching in seme dirty and obscure 
courtyard, where no one would ever think 
of looking for a human being, even a 
Chinese, During the course of his ramble 
the reporter met Officers Bowler an 
Boland, who have had considerable experi- 
ence qr the Chinese amblers, 
and th them went through the build- 
where the last tan game that Was raided 
The entrance to this den is 
guarded by no less than three heavy doors, 
ali heavily barred from the inside and fas- 
tened with ‘spring locks, and it was only

DANGERS OF THE SEA. 


A Ship’s Terrible Experience with a 
Cyclone. 
{San Diego Bee.| 
The ship Morecambe Bay,commanded 
by Capt. Emmet, now discharging a 
cargo of coal at the railroad wnarf, 
passed through a terrible experience,@ 
April 2ist and 22d, during her trip 
from Newcastle, N. 8. W., to this ra 
The public at large are but little 


versed in the dangers that all vessels_ 


have to contend with, and to see one 
riding at one anchor in a quiet bay; but 
few realize the dangers they have 

assed through but a short time before. 
he expression “‘passed through a 
storm” suggests but little to them 
furthe® than from a theoretical point of 
view. The powers of conception are 
wholly inadequate to comprehend the 
true situation of sailors out at the end 
of a yard of a iurching and pitching 
vessel during aheavy gale or snow- 
storm. To see them, almost frozen 
with cold, clinging for their lives to the 
rigging, form a scene that can never 
be truly produced on any stage. <A de- 
scription of a storm taken from the 
logbook of the ship Morecambe Bay is 
given as follows: 

April 21, 1888S—5 p.m.—The wind, 
which up to this time has been steady 
and fresh, is now increasing in force 
and velocity and becoming gusty, to 
such an extent that the royals and fly- 
ing jib were ordered in, the sea mean- 
while becoming lumpy, and the con- 
fused vessel pitching and lurching 
heavily. Soon it was found necessary 
to take in the ’foreto’ gallant sail and 
the outer jib. All hands were now on 
deck and the Captain pacing anxiously 

acing to and fro, as there was every 

ndication of astorm. The wind rapidly 
increased in force, accompanied with 
fierce gusts, during which the inner jib 
was blown to ribbons, the spanker be- 
ing splitat the same time. The sky 
became suddenly overcast and cloudy, 
and blinding showers of misty rain 

reatly retarded the work of the men. 
By 9:30 p.m. the main topgallant sail 
was furied. The wind kept increasing 
and the sea became heavier and fiercer, 
threatening momentarily to engulf the 
ship. Every appearance now indicated 
acyclone. Accordingly the sails were 
shortened. 

Great difficulty was experienced in 
securing the corners, as the gale was 
now blowing und shrieking through the 
shgouds, threatening to blow the sailors 
from their positions in the yards. The 
ship was on the northwestern edge of 
the gale, whose probable track was 
about northeast. Sail was carried as 
long as possible, and during a gust of 
extreme violence the mizzen stay-sail 
was splitintwo. The gale continued 
rapidly to increase, squalls coming in 
with great force and frequency. At2 
a.m. the lower topsail was blown into 
ribbons, and large masses of canvass 
and rope were blown overboard. The 
wind increased in violence, and at 8 
a.m. the force and velocity of the wind 
were beyond all description, blowing 
the lower main topsail completely out 
of the roping. 

The upper main topsail was split be- 
fore it could be furled and the ship 
now being under bare poles commenced 
to labor and strain heavily, the seas 

uring over. both sides and floéding 

he decks fore and aft. As soon as 
possible, under such extreme circum- 
stances, a weather cloth was spread 
with much difliculty across the mizzen 
rigging to keep the skip to the wind 
until the mizzen and mainstay sails 
could be bent. 

This was accomplished with much 
difficulty, as the vessel was lurching 
and rolling about in a terrible manner, 
and as the sea was very high and con- 
fused large bodies of water broke over 
the decks, threatening to wash away 
the sailors and swamp the sloop. To- 
ward daybreak the storm commenced 


abating somewhat and the men, who| 


had been on’ duty all night, were sent 
below for their breakfast, 3 

Hurriedly partaking of this, they 
once more went on duty. The sare 
presented a forlorn appearance wil 
ragged streamers of canvass fluttering 
from the yards, ropes out of position 
and dangling in theair, the seas sweep- 
ing over the decks, and in fact every- 
thing presented a-scene of chaos and 
confusion. Toward midnight the gale 
abated, and the men were:set to work 
mending the sails: The sea became 
quieter, and after the rigging had been 
repaired the men were allowed to sleep, 
after 86 hours’ steady work.

Especially in our 
own fair city was the observance of 
the day such as to cause the hearts of 
patriotic citizens to swell with pride 
and pleasure.

At Pasadena ex-Gov. Lionel A. Shel- 

don, who delivered one of the first 

memorial addresses after the close of 

the war, at New Orleans, was the or- 

ator of the day. and delivered a brilliant 

oration. 

The fires of patriotism still burn in 

American hearts. In some they may 

slumber, but it needs but the breath of 

a threat against our country’s honor or | 
integrity to cause them to again burst 

into flame. May the day never come 

when that patriotic spirit shall be put 
to so severe a test as it was in the 
heroic struggle of twenty-five years ago!

The grandeur of exalted character is 
the only basis of genuine statesman- 
ship. It is this which gives the states- 
man strength, and perpetuates his in- 
fluence. Civilization is the result of 
powerful movements and ideas, which 
are the expression of the men who 
were identified with them—the states- 
manship which propelled them. 

In the Ten Commandments is found 
the basis of all fundamental law. 


All the ages that have passed 
since they were’ given have 
not improved upon them. No 


civilization has arisen from which 
could be evolved any principles of 
equity more perfect than is embodied 
within their simple and concise code. 
As a profound legislator, a wise states- 
man, and the liberator of a race, the 
Jewish lawgiver stands in the front 
ranks—great as the greatest of any 
age in the world’s history. . 
This being so, it may not be unprofit- 
able to look for a moment at some of 
the elements which entered into his 
character, as the principles which con- 
duced to his. greatness and which govy- 
erned his acts were elements which 
must enter more or less fully into the 
statesmanship of all eras. ' 


He was aman of great moral force, 
and of prompt action. When herecog- 
nized the existence of an evil there 
was no dallying with it, and no half- 
hearted measures were resorted to to 
correct 1t. He was bold and fearless 
in his denunciation of wrong, and un- 
yielding in the execution of justice. 
A man of great simplicity of charac- 
ter,-yet possessing a Moral strength of 
purpose that was always ready to 
strike at evil and to labor for its up- 
rooting. No desire for self-aggrandize- 
ment; no yearning for power or for 
popular fame ever madethis Jewish 
Statesman recreant to his trust, 
or faithless in the fulfillment of his 
most disagreeable duties. Though meek 
and a stranger to arrogance, his rebukes 
were stern and overpowering in their 
effects upon the people. Forty years 
amid the wealth, the luxury, the pomp 
and the vanities of \ the £gyptian court 
did not serve to enervate him, or lead 
him to the indulgetice of Vice or the 
forgetfulness of patriotism. The cul- 


| ture and the learning which it secured 


to him were made to subserve the best 
of purposes. As a scholar and a pro- 
found thinker, how well was he fitted 
for the years of isolation which fol- 
lowed his departpre from Egypt, and 
which afforded him an opportunity to 
study and solve the great problems 


which must have engaged his 
thoughts as he considered the 
needs of his bondage-crushed 
people. His was a broad statesman- 


ship, in which self-aggrandizement was 
utterly lost sight of in his desire for 
the uplifting of a nation. So. vital 
were the principles which controlled 
him that contumely, misrepresenta- 


power to make him swerve for a single 
instant from his practice of wise juris- 
prudence. In the truest sense wus he 
skilled in the art of governmtnt. He 
was the giory of the statesmanship of 
that age, and an exemplar for the 
statesmen of all succeeding ages. 

Very wide is the guif which sepa- 
rates the mere politician and the genu- 
ine statesman. With the one, self is 
uppermost; with the other, paramount 
to all other considerations is the good 
of the people. This object is not in- 
compatible with the existence of a cer- 
tain amount of honest ambition, but it 
never permits ambition to override 
other and higher ends. 

Modern history has no grander ex- 
ample of noble statesmanship than was 
found in the rugged and sturdy char- 
acter and the wise legislation of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, the emanicipator of a 
down-trodden and despised race. 
There was in him the same meek- 
ness, coupled with the moral 
strength and courage, that  char- 
acterized the Jewish leader. He wasa 
man of like strong ‘convictions, of 
clear perception, of intellectual 
strength and of personal purity. 
Whatever was right to be done; what- 
ever his duty to the Nation demanded, 
he would find some way to accomplish, 
even though the path to such end lay 
through deadly peril. There was sub- 
limity in his unswerving fidelity. 
When the Nation faltered it looked to 
him for encouragement. Like Moses, 
‘he talked with God,’ and bore this 
people to the very footstool of Divine 
helpfulness. With malice toward none, 
with charity for all, with firmness in 
the right as God ‘“‘gave him”’ to see the 
right, did this greatest of American 
statesmen lead this Nation on to the 
achievement of victory. Could the 
councils of our Nation be filled with 
men like these we should need have no 
fear of the measures shaped for our 
Government. A nation without a 
statesmanlike leadership is like a ship 
without a rudder upon a stormy sea. 


WE recently commented on Attor- 
ney-General Garland’s interference on 
behalf of a San Francisco official con- 
victed of forging Chinese passports. 
Garland is now credited with the con- 
genial task of trying to save Coy, the 
Indiana election thief, from the peni- 
tentiary, to which he has been: justly 
sentenced. Judge Woods, who tried 
Coy, is indignant at Garland’s inter- 
ference and has ordered Coy to be sent 
to prison immediately. If, as the 
felon’s friends have boasted, the Presi- 
dent intends to pardon him, he must 
be quick about it, or the man will have 
a taste at least of convict life.

SHERIDAN SINKING. 


The General Has a Sudden 
Relapse, 


And Is Again Liable to Die at Any 
Moment, 


The Heart Failure Returns and Defies 
_ All Remedies. 


Great Alarm Among the Veteran's Family and 
Friends—His Condition as Serious as It 
Ilias Been at aty Dur- 
ing His Jilness. 


By Telcoraph to The Times, 
WASHINGTON, May 30,—[By the Associ- 


Sheridan mansion this morning, and all re- 
ports \from the sick chamber were of a 
favorable character. 

At 12:30 the General was reported to be 
dozing comfortably and improving all: the 
time. 

At 2 p.m. the physicians’ bulletin said: 
“Gen. Sheridan has been quite bright and 
cheerful all the morning. There have been 
no disquieting symptoms since last nigeht’s 
bulletin. Improvoment in palse and respira- 
tion continues, No cedema.” 

At 6:39 the condition of Gen. Sheridan 
was reported to be as favorable as at any 
time since the change early last Monday 
morning. 


The following bulletin was not given out 
until after 10 o'clock: 

“At8:45 Gen. Sheridan’s condition is not 
as favorable as it was at the time of the last 
bulletin, owing to the fact that a harassing 
cough has appeared, making him restless 
and preventing sleep.” 

Uol. Kellogg said that the cough did not 
give them any apprehension, as the favor- 
able symptoms continued. The damp 
weather, he thought, might have caused 
the cough, and as the General had secured 
somuch sleep recently he would naturally 
be a little restless. No more bulletins will 
be issued till 8 o’cloek to-morrow morning, 
as it is not thought that any more will be 
required tonicht in view of the General’s 
improved health. 
ne of the physicians says that the cough 
heretofore mentioned is caused by irrita- 
tion of the lungs and is of a hacking nature. 
The only bad effects which it has had as yet 
is thatitawakes the General when he is 
only half asleep and therefore interferes 
with his rest. It mmy be due to congestion 
or to the same suffusion which produced 
cedema, or again it may be of a nervous 
nature. There has been no recurrence 
whatever of the heart trouble. eas 
THE GENERAL HAS A RELAPSE. 
Midnight.—Gen. Sheridan’s condition has 
again changed for the worse, and he is now 
as critically ill as at any time of his sick- 
ness. There has been more or less of a re 
currence of heart trouble, but the exact de- 
gree and the extent of it cannot be learned 
at this hour. It is, however, complicated 
by a severe and dangerous affection of the 
lungs, and the greatest alarm prevails 
among Gen. Sheridan’s physicians and 
family. They’ were all hastily sum- 
moned, and are now at his bedside, 
keenly a of what may follow. 
The use of oxygen, which had been discon- 
tinued, has been resumed. The first symp- 
toms of the present attack were noticed 
about 5 o’clock, when the General was 
seized with a spell of coughing. 1t was not 
thought at first that this cough was of a 
dangerous character. As time went by the 
coughing increased in frequency ana vigor, 
and grave alarm began to be felt among the 
household. About 10 @clock the General 
was seized with a severe retching cough. 
This brought another faintness of fhe 
heart’s action, and the pulse grew weaker 
and weaker. 
A CRITICAL PERIOD. 
Mrs. Sheridan and the physicians, who 
had all been called to the sickroom, sprang 
tothe General’s bedside, and everything 
that was possible to be done was immedi- 
ately undertaken. Digitalis was adminis- 
tered to counteract the feebleness of the 
heart. A jetof oxygen was thrown into 
his mouth, and he inhaled it - several 
seconds. The gas made him flighty and 
irrational. It was then discontinued, and 
other remedies applied, only to give way at 
frequent intervals to renewals of the oxygen 
treatment. For some time the General ap- 
peared to be very much like a drownin 
man, and it was feared that the end had 
come. By extraordinary exertions, how- 
ever, the patient was rallied again, and at 
12:30 o’clock had improved to_ some extent. 
His breathing was still labored and heavy, 


and not a rson in the room left his 
bedside. 


MORNING BULLETIN. 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—Morning.—-One 
of the General’s aides came out about 1 
o’clock and handed a bulletin to the group 
of reporters anxiously awaiting the official 
bulletin, which it was known would be 
issued.

Teachers in the Institution Give Some 
Testimony. 


They Think the Boys Were Not Very 
Badly Treated.,.

SAN RAFAFL, May 30.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The investigation of the 
management of St. Vincent’s Orphan 
Asylum was continued today with the ex- 
amination of the sisters having in charge 
the kitchen, dining-room, dormitories and 
the several other departments. 

The testimony in general was favorable 
to the management of the institution. 

The teachers stated that the boys’ con- 
duct was as good as that of the average 
public school pupils. ‘They had seen 
nothing immoral about the establishment. 
The asylum had improved a great deal since 
they came here, owing to the president tak- 
ing a lively interest in the affairs of the in- 
stitution. The boys were punished in two 
ways—by separating them from their com- 
panions and by the use of the strap.

THE OKOP OUTLOOK. 


Reports from Many Sections of the 
State. 

MARYSVILLE, May 30,—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The harvesters have com- 
menced work in portions of Yuba and 
Sutter counties, and the yield on summer- 
fallowed land will range from 15 bushels 
up for wheat, while barley will go beyond 
that. Winter-sown grain is generally back- 
ward, and, with a few exceptions, the crop 
will be light. ‘The weather for two weeks 
past has been exceedingly G@vorable for 
good crops. 
Mopesto, May 30.—Late rains and cool 
weather have increased the grain-yield 
prospects fully 50 percent. Winter-sown 
will probably produce from seven to ten 
bushels. Summer-fallow gives promise of 
yielding 10 to 15 bushels. 

VisALIA, May 30.—Late rains have 
been of much benefit to grain crops along 
the foothills and eastern portion of the 
county. Farmers estimate the crop at half 
ayield. The apricot and peach crop will 
be one-half. Other fruits will have a full 
yield. 
Stockton, May 30.—The late rain did 
more good than harm in this section. The 
owing crops are greatly benefited. Crops 
n the county were benefited on the average. 
Santa BARBARA, May 30.—Farmers are 
harvesting a larger acreage in grain this 
year than ever before. Early-sown barley 
and wheat will give very good creps. Some 
& the late-sown will be very light. Thresh- 
ing of barley has begun. ay will be more 
than an average crop.

The Delegates Much at Sea on the 
Woman Suffrage Question. 


St. John Chésen Permanent Chair- 
man—Prelimiuary Skirmishes. |

Thurman's Chances for Playing 

Second Fiddle.

INDIANAPOLIS, May 30.—| By the Associ- 
ated Press.] As the hour for opening the 
Prohibition National Convention ap- 
proached, delegates began to gather in 
Tomlinson Hall, which had been tastefully 
decorated with flags, bunting and mottoes 
for the occasion. The first occurrence to 
excite general applause was the entrance 
of the New Jersey Young Men’s Prohibi- 
bition League, bearing a golden crank of 
huge proportions. Cheer followed cheer 
in quick succession as the audience caught 
sight of the representatives of the State 
from which the probable head of the ticket 
hails. 

It was 10:25 before Chairman Dickie of 
the National Committee rapped the convan- 
tion to order, and invited the officers of the 
W.C.T.U, to the platform with members of 
the National Committee, 

Chairman Dickie then invited the past 
nominees of the ,party to the platform, and 
as those present oo sight the audience 
broke into loud app 
doubled when St. Jolin came forward. ~ 

The formal organizing of the convention 
was then proceeded with. 

Rev. H. C. Delano was clected temporary 
chairman. Col. Ritter of Indianapolis made 
an address of welcome, to which Chairman 
Delano replied on behalf of the eonvention, 
The remainder of the temporary organiza- 
tion was then elected. ° 

Delegate Needham of Kansas then = 
forward and presented Chairman Delano 
with a gavel made from wood of a telegraph 
ae upon which Gov. St. John was hanged 
n effigy on November 7, 1884, at Topeka. 

Gov. St. John made a few remarks upon 
how it feels to be hanged in og he 
convention then settled down to business 
and the roll of States and Territories was 
called for naming members of the commit- 
tees on credentials, permanent organization, 
resolutions and rules. An adjournment was 
then taken until 3 p.m. 

It was 3:45 before the convention reas- 
sembled. The Committee on Credentials 
was not ready to report, so the time was 
taken up for nearly an hour with songs, in- 
terspersed with impromptu addresses. 

The first motion put before the conven- 
tion as a matter of business was one on the 
part of Delegate Turner of Penns ‘Ivania, 
that a telegram be sent to the Brewers 
Association in session at St. Paul, biddin 
them defiance, but .the matter was choke 
off summarily. A few moments later a 
similar motion was brought into prominence 
by Rev. Walter T. Mills, who asked per- 
mission to read it. After a tumultous de- 
bate, in which several delegates were con- 
stantly on the floor, the mover of the resolu- 
tion was given4eave to withdraw. At this 
moment the little son of the late John B. 
Finch was brought upon the platform amid 
loud cheering. Chairman Dickie of the 
National Committee presented to the little 
fellow a gold medal, on behalf of the Pro- 
hibition party. Further time was taken up 
with singing, and then another course of 
slightly acrimonius discussion appeared in 
the shape of a motion that ex-soldiers of the 
Union and Confederate armies stand up 
and be counted. The motion was finally 
tabled. 

A memorial from the National W.C.T.U. 
was then read, asking the convention to 
place in its platform a plank demanding 
that the Bible be placed in the public 
schools; that personalities be avoided in 
the coming campaign; that sectionalism be 
completely buried, and that lastly, the posi- 
tion of the partyin 1834, on the woman- 
suffrage question be reaffirmed. It was 
referred to the Committee on Kesolutions. 

A resolution was then offered by Judge 
Gore of New York, reaffirming the woman- 
suffrage plank of 18S4, with a proviso that 
that issue be not made atestof party fealty. 
Referred, 

On the announcement from the Commit- 
tee on Credentials that its report was ready, 
the convention settled down, The report 
showed delegates to have. been sclected 
by every State except Louisiana, Missis- 
sippi and South Carolina. The Territories 
all chose representatives except Wyoming, 
the last arrivals being delegates from New 
Mexico, who came in just before the after- 
noon adjournment. ‘The committee stated 
thatit had decided to permit the delega- 
tions present to cast the full vote of their 
State; aiso, that provisional delegates be 
given full power to vote in the convention. 
This gives a total vote of 1030, although 
the actual number of delegates present will 
fall a short of that number. 

Immediately following the credential re- 
port came that of the Committee on Perma- 
nent Organization. Its reccommendations 
were: For permanent chairman, John P. 
St. John of Kansas; for secretary, Rev. 
Samuel Small of Georgia; first assistant 
secretary, J. B. Cranfell of Texas; second 
assistant secretary, Mrs. M. M. Brown of 
Cincinnati. 

The action of the committee was unani- 
mously concurred in and a committee, con- 
sisting of Rev. M. Boole of New York, 
Dickie of Michigan and Knowlton of 
Connecticut, was appointed to escort the 

rmanent chairman to the platferm. Hay- 
ng performed that duty, Gov. St. John was 
introduced by Temporary Chairman Delano 
in felicitous words. 

Gov. St. John responded happily. He 
— encouragingly of the outiook. The 
old parties, he said, were giving way, and 
their leaders, fearing the fall of the Repub- 
lican Babston, had concluded not to be 
crushed in the fall. He concluded with a 
reference to the lack of sectionalism in the 
Prohibition party, and asked that the con- 
vention do such work as will cause future 

enerations to rise up and cali it blessed. 

e then asked the will of the convention. 

A memorial was presented trom the Na- 
tional W.C.T.U., that the platforin 
include a plank declaring against Sunday 
labor of any kind, so far as th 
Congress can so legislate. 

At 5:40 p.m. a motion was made to ad- 
journ to 9 a.m. tomorrow, but a delegate re- 
called the fact that the invitation to 
Bishop ‘Turner of the African M. E. Church 
to a seaton the platform had not been car- 
rihd out. ‘The motion was voted down and 
Bishop ‘Turner proceeded to speak. His re- 
marks were enthusiastically received. 

The roll of States was cailed for the se- 
lection of members of the National Finance 
Committee, after which the convention ad- 
journed until 9 a.m. tomorrow,

CIVIL SERVICE LEAGUE, 


Resolutions Adopted Censuring the 
Present Administration, 

New Yorx, May 30.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Atthe annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Civil Service Reform League, today, 
George William Curtis, who presided, was 
reéiected president for the coming year. 

The meeting passed resolutions declaring 
that the league congratulates the country 
on the profound interest awakened in civil 
service reform. Encouragement was felt 
for the progress and the prospects of 
the cause. In many instances, how- 
ever, it must be acknowledged that 
the civil service law had been abused by 
appointees of the Administration, who 
were not in sympathy with it. The change 
in unclassified service restrictions con- 
tinues, and in the past year has been se 
great as to forecast politically a compiete 
partisan reconstruction by, tbe Administra- 
tion. The resolutions regard this fact asa 
loss of a great opportunity by the Presi- 
dent, and a serious public misfortune. 
Neither the welfare of the service nor any 
public advantage whatever has been shown 
todemand so general a change, and it could 
be attributed only to partisan pressure for 
wholly partisan objects, which the Presi- 
dent has unfortunately not resisted. This 
disregard of and notorious and flagrant de- 
fiance of the executive circular of July 9, 
1886, warning certain officers of the 
Government against pernicious activity 
in politics, and the President’s letter of 
November 2, 1887, advocating the choice of 
a particular candidate in a municipal elec- 
tion, have seriously discredited the cause of 
reform, and merited. the public condemna- 
tion which they have received. 

The severe judgment of the public in 
these matters was a hopeful Sign of reform. 
The enlistment of oflice-holders tor the 
benefit of a faction was a perversion of the 

urposes of parties, and the pernicious

A Californien'’s Luck in Law. 

OMAHA (Neb.), May 30.—Judge Wakeley 
decided the case of Franklin Robinson of 
California vs. A. D. Jones of Omaha in 
favor of the plaintiff, and he will eventually 
gain possession of $200,000. Robinson was 
a soldier in the Mexican war and entitled to 
a government warrant for 160 acres of land. 
He authorized Jones in 1849 to locate the 
land for his benefit. He then went to the 
Pacific Coast. Jones located the land and 
held possession of it by virtue of the pre- 
tended assignment of Robinson, In 1858 
Jones sold the land for the Union Pacitic 
depot grounds and invested the proceeds in 
Omaha property in.his own name. Lobin- 
son remained in ignorance ali this time 
until 1886, when he brought suit. Jones 
was held to be simply a ti:ustee for Robin- 
son. Jones will appeal.

A PROMINENT MEMBER OF THE 
K. OF L. INTERVIEWED. 


Ample Koom for Keform Under the 
Powderly Regime — strikes Are 
Sometimes Unavoidabie — The 
Koights Don’t Take Much Stock 
in Henry George's Theories. 


William H. Bailey of Ohio, member 
of the General Executive Board of the 
Knights of Labor of North America, 
has been here for several days visiting 
and instructing the Knights of Labor 
local assemblies of the city. The Gen- 
eral Executive Board is the governing 
body of the order of Knights of Labor, 
and is at present composed of sevey 
members, to wit: Terence Vincent 
Powderly, a native of Pennsylvania 
and a machinist; William H. Bailey of 
Ohio, a coal and iron miner; John W. 
Hayes of New Jersey, telegraph 
operator; B. Barry, axmaker; A. A. 
Carlton, shoemaker, and Ira B. Ayles- 
worth, carpenter. Mr. Powderly is 
chairman and Mr. Ilayes secretary of 
the board. This board has jurisdiction 
over the order wherever it exisis, and 
in addition to the United States and 
the Canadas, the order flourishes in 
England, Belgium, France, Australia, 
New Zealand and British Columbia. 
The order is strong in this city and 
county ,there tive assemblies in the 
city and eightin theoutlying towns, Mr. 
Bailey was a, interviewed by a 
representative of HE TIMES, who 
found him a very pleasant and affable 
gentieman, and ae keen, cautious and 

itive. The Titties man opened his 
terview as follows: 

‘““Youare the first member of the 
press body-of the Knights of La- 

r that has visited our city, are you 
not, Mr. Bailey?” 

**So far as | am informed, sir, I be- 
lieve I am.”’ 

*‘Have you any objections to being 
interviewed for purposes of publica- 
tion?”’ 

‘**None whatever.” 

**You being a member of the General 
Executive Board, it is but fair to - 
sume ,that you are aware of the policy, 
avowed or unavowed, of the order in 
the government of which you are con- 
cerned; may I ask what that policy is?” 

“The order appears to have none; 
since, by its law, the order forbids or 
discountenances boycotts, strikes and 
political action, it would appear to a 
looker-on in Vienna like a great big 
ship at sea sailing aimlessly about.” 

**Is this law generally obeyed?”’ 

*‘No; thinking men in labor’s army 
realize the fact that permanent redress 
can only be had through and by legis- 
lation, and legislation can only be se- 
cured through politica! action.”’ 

**Is the Executive Board divided on 
this issue?”’ 

“It is; Mr. Powderly and a majority 
of one control the board.  I-belong to 
the minority, and favor aggressive 


action, and a clearly-defined policy. 


with some special and distinct object 
in view. I have no use for a Pick- 
wickian policy; like Capt. Cuttie, I 
want the point of the argument clear 
cut and sharp.”’ 

‘**Is there anything in the recent talk 
of a secession movement, based upon 
the assertion that reform in the gov- 
ernment of the order is needett?”’ 
‘**There is nothing in the falk of 
secession. For that you are indebted 
to the capitalistic press. There is 
ample room for reform, however. 
Under the Powderly régime the gov- 
ernment of the order has become cen- 
tralized to a degree hard to under- 
stand. In fact, it isa closer corpora- 
tion than the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, because it lies in the hands 
of four men. Iam opposed to central- 
izing the government of the order. I 
am opposed to all centralization. The 
government of the order should be seg- 
regated. It should be lodged in dis- 
tinct portions in the local, State and 
national districts, for each is best cal- 
culated to understand the needs of 
itself, and to originate and apply meth- 
ods of reform. Notwithstanding the 
fact that our law discountenances 
strikes, yet, in my opinion, they are 
sometimes unavoidable and often nec- 
essary. Should labor never show the 
will or power to resist wrong, it would 
invite oppression and sleep in slavery.”’ 


‘‘Appropos of the published rumors: 


of dissensions, do you apprehend any 
serious trouble at the next general con- 
vention?” 

**Well, no; the ‘much-wished-for dis- 
asegraicon prophesied by the subsi- 
di press of the land will not take 
place. There will be a closely-con- 
tested struggle, however, between what 
is known as the administration, or 
Powderly faction, and those who de- 
sire fo reform what they allege to be 
the sins of omission and commission 
with which the administration party is 
charged.”’ 

‘As things look now, the next con- 
vention will make some changes in the 

rsonnel of the governing board? 

hat do you think of Mr. Powderly’s 
chances of reélection?”’ 

“I regard Mr. Powderly’s chances as 
extremely thin, and growing beauti- 
fully less every day. The probabilities 
are that he will retire from the contest 
rather than face the opposition which 
he knows is to be arrayed against him.” 

‘““Whatis the cause of Powderly’s 
waning popularity in the order?” 

“There are causes, first of 
which is his want of decision at times 
of critical import. Then comes his 
actions, utterances and writings 1n op- 
position to certain methods which the 


vast majority of organized labor re- 


gard with favor. That line of conduct 
which seems so pleasing to the capital-

Municipal Affairs in Santa Ana. 

SANTA ANA, May 29.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Tue Times.}] Your editorial 
in Sunday’s issue of Tur TiMeEs, re- 
ferring to the present position of Santa 
Ana in her municipal affairs, contains 
some questions and suggestions which 
our citizens cannot afford to disregard. 
The query, ‘‘whether men, or measures, 
or factional strife, is to be the dividing 
line” in the coming municipal election, 
cannot yet be safely answered. 

Only those who have lived in Santa 
Ana for a considerable time and been 
cateful observers of the conflicting hab- 
its, interests and principles of ber citi- 
zens, can form a correct idea of the 
various questions that are likely to 
arise, and of the’ different influences 
that will be brought to bear on their 
decision at the polls. 

From present indications it is safe 
to assume that factional strife will not 
be at a discount, as the only ticket now 
in the field is one that has largely em- 
anated from what you aptly call “the 
factional prejudice of local strife,”’ and 
its advocates are already appealing for 
support to the dark side of human 
nature, 

While the saloon question was the 
bone of contention in the late election, 
yet the question of restriction as ap- 

lied to the liquor traffic has not yet 

n submitted to the electors of this 
town in a way that will give any intelli- 
gent idea of the standing of the major- 
ity on that issue. 

The law-and-order ticket at the late 
election was the work of a convention 
that met atthe call of a large number 
of conservative and representative 
citizens who were in every sense non- 
iaetional and whose intentions were to 
have a test on high license as a restrict- 
ive measure, but through errors in 
their nomimations or through the mis- 
guided zeal of the organ that cham- 

ioned their cause, or through 

th these causes, combined with the 
strategy of their opponents this ticket 
was placed before the people as a pro- 
hibitory, if not a “third party,” ticket. 

Those in sympathy with the liquor 
traffic immediately placed in the field 
as their nominees men whose views 
can conveniently oscillate between high 
license, low license and no license, but 
who do not inherently possess a grain 
of restrictidn in their whole make-up. 

The electors were thus left to choose 
between these two tickets, and the re- 
sult was that all the trustees on the 
latter ticket were elected. It can, 
therefore, be truthfully asserted that 


pthe question of high license asa restric- 


tion measure has not yet been fairly 
submitted to the citizens of this town 
for their decision. 

The three trustees who were thus 
elected, with two additional citizens, 
have now Seen placed before the people 
by the same disturbing element and 
are again seeking the suffrages of our 
citizens. Whether another ticket may 
or may not be placed in the field, and 
if placed in the field, on what basis, are 
at present unsettled qué&tions. 

The question of annexation was sub- 
mitted to the electors yesterday and 
was defeated by a majority of 11. This 
is supposed to increase the chances of 
the ticket at present in the field.
